U.S.-Soviet talks set for Stockholm 


WASHINGTON (R) — Secretary of State George Shultz will 
hold talks with Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko on Jan. 
18 in Stockholm, the State Department announced Friday. The 
two men will be in the Swedish capital for the European dis- 
armament conference. They last met in Madrid in September but 
their talks then were dominated by the Soviet downing of a 
Korean airliner. The only wide-ranging discussions between the 
two men took place in meetings lasting more than seven hours in 
the autumn of 1982 when they were atteriJingthe United Nations 
Genera] Assembly in New York. State Department spokesman 
t Alan Romberg told reporters: “We have been in touch through 
diplomatic channels with the Soviet Union and h has been agreed 
that the secretary and Foreign Minister Gromyko will meet in 
Stockholm on the afternoon of Jan. IR.”

Extremist Israeli group claims responsibility 

Hand grenades explode 
at 2 Hebron mosques 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) — Heavy 
army and police reinforcements Friday gua- 
rded Muslim and Christian religious sites in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank following 
early morning blasts at two mosques in Heb- 
ron, the police said. 


A Palestinian was wounded in 
one of the explosions, set off by 
two booby-trap hand grenades 
near mosques in the town's Old 
City section. 

At about the same time as the 
grenade blasts, a petrol bomb was 
thrown at an Israeli army patrol in 
the West Bank town of Nablus but 
caused no casualties or damage, 
the army said. 

Three hours after the grenade 
explosions an unidentified person 
told Israel radio and army radio 
stations that he represented the 
“Terror Against Terror" group 
which he said had planted the gre- 
nades. 

The caller said more attacks 
would be made “and we shall get 
them all out" in apparent ref- 
erence to threats by extremist Isr- 
aelis to force Palestinians in the 
occupied areas to emigrate. 

Visitors to the occupied area 
said Israeli roadblocks were set up 
at many points and careful checks 
were being made on all travellers 


and vehicles, especially around* 
Muslim and Christian religious 
sites. 

Israeli occupation officials vis- 
ited West Bank leaders to assure 
them that stepped-up security 
measures were being taken to saf- 
eguard residents. 

A police spokesman said little 
was known about the “Terror 
Against Terror" group, known in 
Hebrew as TNT. but the police 
were taking its threats seriously 
and providing religious places 
with extra security guards. 

He said police were seeking' 
members of the group, which has 
claimed responsibility for the pla- 
nting of about a dozen grenades at 
religious institutions in and aro- 
und Jerusalem. 

Only about six exploded and 
they caused no serious casualties 
or damage. 

Many Palestinians in Hebron 
said Friday they believed the gre- 
nade blasts were caused by res- 
idents of the Jewish enclave of 


Kiryat Arba just outside the town. 

But the police spokesman said 
the investigation was proceeding 
“on many fronts" and “cau- 
tioned” against assuming that the 
underground group was Jewish. 

A number of Israeli ministers 
, and parliamentarians have exp- 
' ressed concern that a Jewish und- 
erground vigilante organisation 
exists in the West Bank and have 
demanded an official inquiry. 

Meanwhile, a serious explosion 
in a Jerusalem bus was averted 
Friday when an alert passenger 
spotted the explosive device and 
removed it from the vehicle, pol- 
ice said. 

Police demolition experts were 
called in and dismantled the dev- 
ice. 

The device was powerful and 
could have caused widespread 
casualties in the crowded bus that 
was passing through the city’ s pub- 
lic market, police said. 

Six Israelis were killed and 40 
injured in a time bomb explosion 
in a Jerusalem bus last month. 

The Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation ( PLO ) announced that it 
was responsible for the attack alt- 
hough it said the target was sup- 
posed ro have been a military, not 
a civilian bus. 

Police have been urging the 
public to be on the alert for sus- 
picious parcels. 


Israelis seal off S. Lebanon 


SIDON. Lebanon (R; — Israeli 
forces closed ail roads into occ- 
upied South Lebanon with barbed 
wire Friday as a wave of protest 
which started in the southern port 
of Sidon Thursday spread north to 
the capital Beirut. 

Israeli officers said the three 
crossing points, at the Awali Bri- 
dge on the coast, at Bisri Bridge 15 
kilometres inland and at Niha in 
the Shouf mountains, would open 
again to vehicles and pedestrians 
on Monday. They gave no exp- 
lanation For the move. 

A funeral procession from Bei- 
rut was turned back at the Awali 
Friday and truck drivers who had 


been waiting -to cross for days 
fumed with rage at the unexpected 
Israeli decision. 

Eyewitnesses and private radios 
reported outbreaks of gunfire 
around Sidon Thursday night but 
there was no confirmation of new 
attacks on Israeli troops there. 

The closure of the bridges, the 
south's only links with the rest of 
the country, followed a marked 
escalation in anti-Israeli res- 
istance activity in the south and a 
general strike against the occ- 
upation in Sidon Friday. 

The slow movement of traffic 
across the bridge has paralysed 
economic activity in the south and 


many local people set- the 
international-style border as a 
prelude to annexation. 

Prime Minister Shafiq Al Waz- 
zan deplored the closure of the 
bridges and asked Foreign Min- 
ister Elie Salem to send notes of 
protest to international bodies, 
state-run Beirut Radio said. 

Muslim leaders arranged more 
anti- Israeli protests in Sidon mos- 
ques Friday while their colleagues 
in Beirut staged mosque sit-ins in 
solidarity with the southerners. 

The Sidon protests gained new 
impetus after Israeli troops broke 
into and searched the house of the 
town' 5 Sunni Muslim mufti.

Reagan rejects 
Middle East 
policy review 

WASHINGTON (R| — The 
White House has re jected ihe adv- 
ice of a Pentagon report urging 
President Reagan to reassess his 
decision to base I .Him U.S. ser- 
vicemen with the Multi-National 
Force tMNFl in Lebanon. 

The report was issued Wed- 
nesday by a commission inquiring- 
into the deaths of 241 U.S. Mar- 
ines in a truck bomb attack on 
their headquarters in Beirut on 
fOci. 23. 

“There is an urgent need for 
reassessment of alternative means 
to achieve U.S. objectives in Leb- 
anon and at the same time reduce 
the risk {to U.S. forces! it con- 
cluded. 

But White House spokesman 
Larry Spcakes. in California 
where Mr. Reagan is on holiday, 
said basic policy in Lebanon was 
not being rc-evaiualed. although 
the administration was continuing 
to study possible redeployment of 
the Marine force. 

The commission's report rep- 
resented a strictly military sta-. 
ndpoint. he said, adding: “It's a 
much broader picture and the pre- 
sident has to address all que- 
stions." 

Mr. Reagan said on Tuesday 
that he accepted full responsibility 
for the deaths of the Marines, say- 
ing he agreed that security had 
been lax. 

The report cited faulty int- 
elligence as a key factor in the 
bombing and blamed officers up 
the chain of command for failing 
to take adequate precautions. 
Security measures taken since the 
attack were still not adequate, it 
said. 

A congressional study released 
last week reached similar con- 
clusions and said Congress might 
vote to pull the U.S. forces out of 
Lebanon unless Mr. Reagan made' 
a serious review of his policy 
there. 


TEL AVIV (R; - The deeply- 
divided Israeli government pos- 
tponed crucial economic decisions 
as new statistics showed a record 
trade deficit and over differences 
on the Jewish state’s settlements 
in occupied territories. 

After a special six-hour mee- 
ting. the cabinet broke up for the 
Jewish Sabbath and was to resume 
its marathon debate on sweeping 
budget cuts on Sunday. 

During the past year the coa- 
lition of six rightist and religious 
panies has come close to breaking 
up over measures to revive the 
inflation-wracked economy. 

Finance Minister Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad' s call for urgent act- 
ion was reinforced by provisional 
I 9X3 figures from the central bur- 
eau of statistics. They showed the 
jtrade deficit had grown to a record 
55.1 billion and foreign debt had 
risen to 523 billion.

FRANKFURT (RJ — The Rev- 
erend Jesse Jackson said he was 
confident that he would be able to 
secure the release of a U.S. pilot 
being held by Syria and. at the 
same time, make a contribution 
towards peace in the Middle East.

AMMAN (J.T. | -r Tbetr Maj- 
esties King Hussein and Queen 
Noor returned home Thursday 
from a 1 7-day private visit to Fra- 
nce. England and Austria. 

During his visit to France. King 
Hussein held discussions with Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand and 
Foreign Minister Claude Che- 
ysson. He also addressed the Eur- 
opean Parliament at Strasbourg. 

His speech to the parliament 
covered latest developments in 
the Middle East, and the King also 
called for a more positive Eur- 
opean role in the confrontation 
between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

The parliament afterwards app- 
roved a resolution to send a del- 
egation to discuss means of fur- 
thering the Middle East peace 
process. The delegation is exp- 
ected to arrive in Jordan in Jan- 
uary. 


King Hussein discussed the 
same subjects with British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher dur- 
ing his visit to England. 

King Hussein and Queen Noor 
were welcomed home at the air- 
port by His Highness Prince Moh- 
ammad.

ting would be followed by a mee- 
ting of the PLO’s 14-member 
Executive Committee. 

Tunis has been Mr. Arafat’s pol- 
itical headquarters since he was 
forced to leave Beirut in Sep- 
tember 1482. 


‘Arafat’s Cairo visit may not 
produce immediate results’

Mr. Amr. who returned Thursday from a meeting in the North 
Yemeni capital of San’aa with Mr. Arafat said Ihe Cairo mecting"is 
an important step that opens the door for other Arab parties to 
resume a healthy relationship with Egypt, which has long been left 
open for American and Israeli pressure." 

He added that Mr. Mubarak is carefully considering ways for 
“getting rid of the heritage he had been left by the former president 
embodied in the Camp David agreement." 


Education Ministry prepares 
ambitious literacy programme 


AMMAN (J.T.; — The Minisiry 
of Education has completed a 
draft plan for adult education and 
aimed at freeing 3IKU10U from ill- 
iteracy in Jordan, a ministry off- 
icial told the Jordanian daily Al 
Ra'i. The 10-year plan is est- 
imated to cost about JD 20 mil- 
lion. the spokesman said. 

The ministry is currently hol- 
ding contacts with related Arab 
cultural organisations for con- 
tribution to the project. 


According to a recent study by 
the ministry, there are 357 .turn ill- 
iterates in Jordan, equal to a per- 
centage of 34 . t of the total pop- 
ulation above 15 years of age. 
Rural areas account for4S.64 per 
cent of the illiteracy and the figure 
among males in these areas rea- 
ches 29. H per cent. Illiteracy 
among women living in Jordanian 
cities is 37.N4 per cent, while it is 
h7.61 per cent in rural areas, the 
study indicates. 


Egyptian aide 
leaves Israel 
after talks 

TF-L AVIV (Rj — Egypt’s Ass- 
istant Foreign Minister Shafi 
Abdul Hamid left Israel Friday 
saying he felt his visit would help 
improve relations between the 
two countries. 

Mr. Abdul Hamid arrived Thu- 
rsday and held all-day talks with 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and other senior Israeli officials. It 
was the first high-level contact 
between the two nations in over a 
year. 

"Our talks were held in a fri- 
endly atmosphere and I feel they 
will help improve our relations." 
he told airport reporters. 

Israeli-Egyptian relations det- 
eriorated over differences on the 
Palestinian issue, the Jewish 
stale's invasion of Lebanon and a 
border dispute. Egypt recalled its 
ambassador after lsraer s invasion 
of Lebanon in June 1 1 >X2 although 
its embassy continues to operate 
in Tel Aviv. 

Israeli officials admitted Friday 
the rwo countries remain divided 
on ways to revive the Middle East 
peace process. 

Israel also repeated sharp cri- 
ticisms of last week's meeting 
between Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak and Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat. 

“We made it dear that Arafat 
and the PLO are not and will not 
be our partners in the pcace pro- 
cess. directly or indirectly." one 
senior Israeli official said. 

The Israelis last week expressed 
stem opposition to the meeting. 


Tal calls on Washington to reconsider 


decision to withdraw from 


AMMAN {J.T.} - ■ Education 
Minister Said Al Tal. in his cap- 
acity as president of the United 
Nations Educational. Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation (UNE- 
SCO). called on the United States 
government Thursday to rec- 
onsider its decision to withdraw 
troin the U.N. body. 

Dr. Tal. who met U.S. Amb- 
assador to Jordan Richard Vicls. 
told the American official that 
“differences of viewpoints over 
various issues are quite natural 
among members of international 
and regional organisations" and 
“such drfiercnccs arc normally 
given consideration and solved 
through dialogue and mutual und- 
erstanding according to 
internationally-acknowledged 


standards." the Jordanian News 
Agency. Petra, said. 

The U.S. move to quit the U.N. 
body was announced on Wed- 
nesday. 

Dr. Tal. who was elected UNE- 
SCO president for a two-year 
term during the Paris-based org- 
anisation’s 22nd session in Oct- 
ober. said Thursday that the U.S. 
decision to withdraw from the 
agency was “alien to the UNE- 
SCO charter, which calls for und- 
erstanding. co-operation, respect 
for basic human rights and pro- 
moting communication among 
nations" Petra said. 

“The U.S. move by no means 
promotes ties of friendship bet- 
ween the American people and 
other world nations and can har-

dly contribute to the realisation of 
the high ideals of UNESCO in fur- 
thering collaboration and und- 
erstanding among people, pre- 
serving world peace, security and 
justice, and protecting human 
rights and basic freedoms for all 
nations indiscriminately.” Petra 
quoted Mr. Tal as saying. 

Mr. Viets said the U.S. gov- 
ernment is currently reviewing its 
decision . to withdraw from 
UNESCO, and added that a cha- 
nge in his government's attitude is 
“possible in the light of the org- 
anisation's outlook towards some 
administrative, financial and pol- 
itical issues which the U.S. views 
as contradictory with its general 
policy." Petra said. 


‘U.S. pullout from UNESCO aimed 
at winning Jewish vote for Reagan’ 


MOSCOW (R| — The Soviet 
news agency Novosti said Friday 
that the U.S. decision to leave the 
United Nations Educational. Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organisation 
{UNESCO! was aimed partly at 
securing Jewish votes for Pre- 
sident Reagan in next year’s pre- 
sidential election. 

Commenting on the U.S. move, 
the agency said Washington's mot- 
ives went beyond its opposition to 
UNESCO's new information 
order and the politicisation of the 
organisation. 


“The point is that the U.S. Zio- 
nist lobby has long borne a grudge 
against that organisation for its 
resolute condemnation of Israel's 
expansionist policy in the Middle 
East.” Noyosti commentator Yuri 
Kashlev said. 

The decision to quit was thus 
“aimed at receiving the votes of 
American Jews at the forthcoming 
presidential elections.” he added. 

The commentator said the U.S.

But Assistant Secretary of State 
Gregory Newell said it was felt 
there was no conceivable way that 
UNESCO could alter sufficiently 
to entice the United States back 
in. 
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Iraqi warplanes shoot 
down 2 Iranian fighters 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq said its warplanes 
had shot down two Iranian fighters Friday in 
a dogfight near the eastern Iraqi border city 
of Basra. 


An Iraqi military spokesman, 
quoted by the official news agency 
INA. said the two Iranian F-5 fig- 
hters had been approaching the 
Iraqi border. 

"Our fighter jets attacked the 
two Iranian planes and shot them 
down in a dogfight at 1 1 OH hours 
(OKOi) GMT;. They were seen exp- 
loding in the air by our pilots.” he 
added. 

The Iraqi planes returned to. 
their bases. INA quoted him as 
saying. 

On Thursday Iraq's ruling 
Baath Party newspaper AJ Tha- 
wra strongly criticised countries 
which allow their ships to sail thr- 
ough the Gulf to trade with Iraq's 


Gulf war enemy. Iran. 

" It is a very strange thing that 
some world states ignore Iraq's 
proclamation of some Guif areas 
as prohibited war zones and allow 
their ships to sail through them, 
thus exposing the lives of their cit- 
izens as well as ships to destruction 
by the Iraqi navy and air force." 
A! Thawra said in a commentary. 

The commentary, the first of its 
type since the Gulf war began 
more than three years ago. said 
such countries had changed their 
ports into “Trojan horses” for 
exporting arms and ammunition 
to Iran. 

Iraq has proclaimed part of the 
nonhem Gulf, including areas 


around the Iranian portof Bandar 
Khomeini and its oil terminal isl- 
and of Kharg. a prohibited war 
zone and warned that any ships 
approaching this zone would be 
targets for its navy and air force. 

AJ Thawra said countries which 
allow their ships to sail to Iran 
become “partners to Iran’s agg- 
ression against Iraq”, it did not 
mention any countries by name. 

There have been a number of 
reports of foreign merchant ves- 
sels hit by Iraqi fire this year, inc- 
luding Greek and Cypriot vessels. 

“There is still time for those sta- 
tes to revise their attitude towards 
the Gulf war. not only in thei r own 
interests but also in the interests of 
world peace, threatened by Iran's 
aggressive acts against Iraq, the 
Arabian Guif. Islamic and even 
noa-Islamic states.” the new- 
spaper wrote. 


Denktash favours bi-zonal federated Cyprus 


NICOSIA ( R 1 — Turkish Cypriot 
leader Rauf Denktash Thursday 
reiterated that he fully supported, 
establishment of a bi-zonal fed- 
erated state in Cyprus. 

“ We intend to keep the doors of 
peace open to the Greek Cypriots 
this year.” the president of the 
sell- proclaimed Turkish Republic 
of Northern Cyprus said in a new 
year message. 

Mr. Denktash said est- 
ablishment a bi-zonal federal state 
would require recognition by the 
divided island's Greek and Tur- 


kish communities of each others' 
rights and equality. 

Hailing I l »S4 as the "year of 
recognition and enlightenment” 
for Turkish Cypriots, he described 
Greek Cypriot calls for the wit- 
hdrawal of his Nov. 1 5 unilateral 
declaration of independence as 
"invalid and unbalanced.” 

"This wrong approach and unb- 
alanced view in no way constitute 
a basis for agreement, if a bi-zonal 
federal independence is desired in 
Cyprus, this will be achieved thr- 
ough talks by the two states on 


equal footing.” he added. 

Only Ankara has recognised the 
Turkish Cypriot state, with the 
international community gen- 
erally still regarding the Greek 
Cypriot administration in the 
south as the legitimate gov- 
ernment of the whole island. 

Cyprus has been divided into 
Greek and Turkish Cypriot zones 
since Turkish troops invaded in 
1 V74 and enforced an exchange of 
populations between the Greek 
south and Turkish north.

Junblatt meets Lebanese 
envoy, Army Intelligence 
chief in Amman 


AMMAN (R) — Lebanese Druze 
leader Walid Junblatt said Thu- 
rsday he had met Lebanon's amb- 
assador to Switzerland. Johnny 
Abdo. and the head of Lebanese 
Army Intelligence here Wed- 
nesday night and discussed Saudi 
mediation efforts in Lebanon. 

He told Reuters by telephone 
he had met his "old friend” Abdo 
and Colonel Simon Qassis. head 
of intelligence in the Lebanese 
Army. "who was representing the 
Falangist regime of (President) 
Amin Gemayel.” 

They discussed a “security 
plan" which Lebanese-born Saudi 
businessman Rafik Hariri is trying 
to mediate between the warring 
parties in Lebanon. Mr. Junblatt 
said. 

“We will see it there is a pos- 
sibility of implementing this plan, 
after the ceasefire was subjected 
to so many relapses, the last of 


which was the unprecedented she- 
lling of southern residential areas 
of Beirut and innocent civilians." 
he stated. 

There was heavy fighting in 
south Beirut earlier this week, 
-mainly between the Lebanese 
army and Shfite Muslim mil- 
itiamen who are allied with Mr. 
Junblau's Druze fighters. 

Asked if he and Mr. Abdo had 
discussed resuming reconciliation 
talks, begun in Geneva two 
months ago. Mr. junblatt said he 
would not discuss political sol- 
utions for Lebanon without the 
participation of the Lebanese Nat- 
ional Salvation Front and “the 
great ally” Shfite Muslim militia 
leader Nabih Bern. 

The Salvation Front, backed by 
Syria, links Junblatt with former 
Lebanese President Suleiman 
Franjieh and former Prime Min- 
ister Rashid Karami. 


Bangladesh seeks closer ties with Islamic World

Iranians 
expelled 
from Kuwait 
arrive home 

LONDON IR: — Twenty-three 
Iranians expelled from Kuwait fol- 
lowing bomb attacks there two 
weeks ago arrived in Tehran Thu- 
rsday. Iran’s National News Age- 
,ncy IRNA reported. 

The agency, received in Lon- 
don. said several of the group, 
which included teachers and an 
Iranian embassy employee, had 
been held by Kuwaiti security aut- 
horities prior to their expulsion. 

Five people were killed and 
more than 60 injured in six bomb 
attacks on targets including the 
U.S. and French embassies in 
Kuwait, the international airport 
and government buildings. 

Nineteen people including eight 
Iraqis and three Lebanese are 
expected to go on trial next week 
in connection with the bombings. 

Kuwait Jiai. said the suspects 

were members of the banned Iraqi 
AI Daawa Al Islamia (Islamic 
Call l Patty, which advocates an 
Iranian-style regime in Iraq. 


DHAKA — Bangladesh, a Mus- 
lim nation with a secular outlook, 
is seeking closer ties with the Arab 
World despite a rising tide ot nat- 
ionalism and criticism from within, 
the country that the move is aimed 
at attracting Arab money. 

" Islam is a way of iite and a way 
of thinking — it is not simply a 
religion." Military ruler Hn&s3in 
Mohammad Ershad told a Dhaka 
Conference of Islamic Foreign 
Ministers earlier this month. The 
convention cost underdeveloped 
Bangladesh "sin million. 

With Muslims accounting for 
more than ^5 per cent of the cou- 
ntry's *»5 million people. Ban- 
gladesh ranks as the world’s most 
populous Islamic nation after Ind- 
onesia. 

Bui demonstrations in the past 
two years show 1 I 131 Bengali nat- 
ionalism. the driving force in the 
country’s independence war with 
Pakistan 1 2 years ago. could ham- 
per plans to create a formal. IsL- 
amic sidte.i

economist said: " His eyes are fir- 
mly fixed on petrodollars. Other 
things are simply superfluous.” 

Since taking power in a coup 2 1 
months ago. Gen. Ershad has 
been to Saudi Arabia three times 
and Bangladesh has received S5uu 
million of aid from Islamic cou- 
ntries. 

-Wc need money for our sur- 
vival and it does not mailer where 
it comes Irom." the general once 
said. 

Gen. Ershad has said he favours 
greater Islamisation but has gua- 
ranteed the country's Hindus. 
Christians and Buddhists their 
freedom of worship. 

But in January his ann- 
ouncement to a religious meeting 
that he was planning to turn Ban- 
gladesh into an Islamic Republic 
drew a srrom of protest. 

His critics launched a vigorous 
opposition campaign saying the 
plan threatened Bengali culture 
and language through greater use 
ot Arabic and heralded stricter 
enforcement ot Islamic codes of 
law. 

* ,: ltt J ihe resulting elates between 
police and demonstrators' five ' 
ffeefipje were killed and more than 
Hut "injured. 

Apparently taken aback by the 


strength of feeling aroused. Gen. 
Ershad' s aides later dented that 
the general wanted to introduce 
an Islamic constitution and said 
he was expressing personal fee- 
lings. 

Western diplomats in Dhaka 
say that while they believe Gen. 
Ershad is a Muslim at heart, he 
also abhors radical Islamic trends 
and their fundamentalist precepts. 

"Fundamentalism has no place 
in our Islam. We are very 
religious- minded people but it you 
cut off people’s hands, it just will 
not be accepted.” the general was 
quoted as saying. 

Prominent Bangladeshi Muslim 
clergyman Moulana Hasmatullah 
Faridpuri told reporters: “Islamic 
statehood is very good... but sho- 
uld not be done at the expense o! 
national unity." He condmned the 
fundamentalist brand of Islam 
practised in Iran. 

His altitude is at odds with the 
Jamaat-e-lsiami and Tabligh. two 
fundamentalist groups with bra- 
nches all over Bangladesh. The 
orgaoikations a re' financed by se v- 
eal Arab nations, among them 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq, according 
to an official report. 

“These countries seem to have 


their own version ot Islam and 
they pour money into a poor cou- 
ntry like Bangladesh to strengthen 
their own following." one official 
said. 

Alarmed at this, the Bangladesh 
government recently proclaimed 
that official approval would be 
needed to receive money from 
abroad. 

But officials stress that Ban- 
gladesh will continue in the Isl- 
amic mainstream without aba- 
ndoning its path of liberalism, sec- 
ularism and tolerance. 

The resurgence of strict Islamic 
discipline is apparent in other fie- 
lds. But bars, restaurants and nig- 
htclubs flourish in main cities alt- 
hough Islam prohibits the dri- 
nking of alcohol. 

An official of the Islamic Fou- 
ndation in Dhaka said sales of rel- 
igious books had increased in the 
past five months, as had the num- 
ber of people visiting mosques. 

Solidarity with Islamic cou- 
ntries is paying dividends tor tho- 
usands of Bangladeshis who have 
'friuhd jobs in Guif countries. fhdy 
are expected to send home shorn 
mill ion in the financial year 
ending in June, almost equal to the 
country’s annual export earnings.

Eagle Star described the bid as 
derisory, and the Germans enc- 
ountered open hostility from the 
British insurance establishment, 
which said German law would 
prevent a similar move in Ger- 
many by a British firm. 

Eagle Star instead welcomed a 
counter-offer from BAT Ind- 
ustries. which began as the 
British -American Tobacco Com- 
pany but has diversified widely in 
industry, manufacturing and ret- 
ailing in recent years. 

Each company made 3 further 
bids in subsequent weeks, with 
Eagle Star’s board consistently 
recommending BAT to its sha- 
reholders and Allianz professing

BAT said at the beginning that

OECD says syndicated bank 
lending dropped sharply in ’83 


PARIS ( R ! — Syndicated lending 
by banks dropped by over 1 '3 in 
reflecting their reluctance 
to increase their international 
exposure to risk due to concern 
over a number of heavily- 
indebted countries, the Org- 
anisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development (O- 
ECD: said Thursday. 

Persistent concern about the 
economic and financial situation 
of a number of debtor nations also 
led to a decline in bank lending in 
general, it said in a statement. 

According to preliminary 
OF CD figures, gross new bor- 
rowing through bond issues and 
syndication of international 
medium-term credits totalled 
5137.9 billion in 19*3. a drop of 
18.5 percent trom the 5169.3 bil- 
lion in I9S2. 

Borrowing on external markets 
rose by some 3 per cent to 573.6 
billion but the volume of newly- 
arranged syndicated bank credits 
shrank bv over 1 ‘3 to around 564 


billion. 

This was the strongest decline 
on record since the 24-nation 
OECD has collected com- 
prehensive data on the market, it 
said. 

The share of OECD borrowers 
in total recorded borrowing rose 
fractionally to about 70 per cent 
from 68 per cent in 19*2. 

The OECD said borrowing by 
Eastern European countries in 
1 9*3 also rose slightly to 5900 mil- 
lion from 57<f(t million in 19*2 but 
was still well below the levels rec- 
orded in the late seventies and 
early eighties. 

The largest decline in int- 
ernational borrowing was by the 
group of non-oil developing cou- 
ntries. Their aggregate borrowing 
fell to around 525.5 billion in 
19*3 from 534.3 billion last year. 

This underlined the significance 
of the fall in spontaneous lending 
to non-oil developing countries, it 
said. 

The OECD noted that about 


5I3.K billion or over half the len- 
ding to non-oil developing cou- 
ntries in 19X3 was accounted for 
by longer term loans within the 
framework of debt rescheduling 
pacts. 

Meanwhile Mexico and its bank 
advisory committee agreed Thu- 
rsday on a new S3.R billion loan 
covering the country’ s new money 
needs for 19*4. a committee co- 
chairman said Thursday night. 

The terms were considerably 
easier than those attached to a 55 
billion commercial bank credit 
which Mexico signed last Feb- 
ruary. 

Committee co-chairman Mr. 
William Rhodes, a senior vice pre- 
sident of Citibank, said this ref- 
lected the profile of Mexico’s 
debt, which total around 5X3 bil- 
lion.

WASHINGTON (R, — The lisi 
trade “deficit narrowed to 5740 
billion in November from a record 
high a month earlier, partly bec- 
ause of a substantial drop in pet- 
roleum imports, the Commerce 
Department said Thursday. 

But it added that the November 
shortfall was second only 10 the 
October high of SX .97 billion. 

For the first 1 1 months of L9N3. 
the country's balance in trade 0/ 
merchandise ranging from man- 
ufactured goods to farm com- 
modities was in the red by 562.9* 
billion, about 520 billion greater 
than last year' s record deficit. 

The United States has exp- 
erienced a dramatic deterioration 
in its trade balance this year and 
the situation is expected to worsen 
in 19X4.

For a 
half-century since then, Ozzie 
has dazzled the world at 
bridge, backgammon and a 
host of other games. 

This hand dates from the 
1935 Vanderbilt Team Cham- 
pionships. After light actions 
by East and South, North not 
surprisingly pushed on to 
slam. We hazard a guess that 
mosL players we know would 
go down after losing the 
trump finesse. But let’s see 
Ozzie in action. 

West led a low spade, and 
Jacoby won in dummy. At 
trick two he led the king of 
hearts! When West won the 
trick with the ace, it was a 
sure bet that East had to 
have the king of diamonds 
for his opening bid. Also, 
West would certainly not 
have passed at his first turn 
with trump support and an 
outside ace and king. So 
when West returned a elub 
at trick three, Jacoby won 
tbe king in hand, led the 
queen of diamonds and rose 
with dummy's ace to fell the 
king. 

Some 30 years later, this 
type of play was named a 
“discovery play." It is typical 
of the genius of Jacoby that 
he discovered it so long 
before anyone else even 
thought of classifying it!
